Ashley County Arkansas 


In 1988-89 Ashely County Genealogical Society members abstracted this index as a guide in finding 
families and individuals residing in Ashley County, Arkansas, when the 1900 census was enumerated. The 
index is listed in the order it appears on census microfilm by family number and by township. As always, 
we recommend that researchers use the index for assistance only, and that the ori ginal entire entry should be 
read. There is much other information about all persons in the household, including month and year of birth 
and relationship to head of the house. The abstractors attempted to be as accurate as possible with name 
spellings, etc., but handwriting is difficult to decipher, and sometimes only a “best guesstimate” is the result. 
The entire census was reread after the original abstractions. Those who deserve thanks for this are: Morene

(Interesting facts about divorce customs) 


In the ninth century, in England, men enjoyed their old freedoms. Even women had a few. A woman who left her 
husband could take half the family goods. If she was caught with a lover, the lover had to find her husband an new 
wife, at his own expense. 

By the 1ith century, unfaithful wives got their noses and ears cut off and all their possessions confiscated, when 
they still had possessions. Then the church and state decided that everything a woman owned belonged to her 
husband and sons and she couldn’t inherit from them or anyone else, since even dresses and errings descended only 
in the male line. By the 14th century women had all but vanished, legally speaking. Their deaths were no longer 
recorded and their names were even erased from genealogies. 

In the 18the century, a man who couldn’t vanish could sell his wife to another man. He then could go home and 
remarry. This custom lasted well into the 19th century. 

In America, marital rules were left to the civil laws of each colony. Connecticut passed our first divorce law in 
1667, in cases of adultery, frauduluent contract, three years’ neglectful desertion, or seven years’ total disappearance. 
Until the Revolutionary War, divorce was only legal in New England and most divorces were filed by women. In the 
South, divorce was disapproved of but a man might desert his wife or pack her off to Europe. 

In France a 1792 law provided for divore by mutual consent. But by 1804 man regained his godlike powers over 
his wife. He could divorce her, keep the kids, the house, the money, the furniture, everything! 

In Massachusetts divorces were obtained with ease in 1830. It is said that there were more divorces in Ohio in 
one year than there were in the United Kingdon in ten years. This sounds bad but in most of the United States before 
1850 a married woman was legally in the same boat as slaves. In Indiana Territory, women could divorce for 
bigamy, impotence and adultery. By 1838, when Indiana became a state, additional grounds were added; being 
drunk for two years. Indiana had became the Reno of the 19th century. This horrified consertatives and relieved 
women whose husband failed to come home from the gold rush. 

Whether you could get a divorce and when you could remarry depended on where you lived in the United States. 
Nevada changed its rules and residency requirements in 1931. “Mental cruelty” and “incompatiblity” became 
grounds for divorce. State after state relaxed their rules for obtaining a divorce and no-fault divorces replaced old 
adversarial rules, even in England. 

The Catholic Church continues to hold out against divorce, offering annulment, meaning that for some reaseon 
the marriage was never a marriage. America leads the world in annulments.

I scarcely know how to begin to write to you seeing you don’t know me and perhaps never 
heard of me. Aunt Margaret McGRATH sent me the news of your mothers death and your 
mother and I were cousins. My mother was your Mother’s 


Aunt Lizzie now I wonder will you understand all this. I was sorry to hear of your mothers death 
it was sudden. I have lost my own mother so I can sympathise with you I shall never forget it 
Like yours it was the first death in the family. You have a lot to be thankful for that she didn’t lie 
long and was kept in pain for weeks. My mother was bad for two years and I for one prayed that 


God might take her to himself and give her relief and yet when it did come it was a blow. Your 
mother must have been a good woman her mother was. It seems strange that they should all die 
with that disease. and there is none of them old there is only one left now. Iam sure she will 
feel depressed and lonely. I am sorry for all of you, it is a big loss but God knows best and he 
will help you to bear your sorrow. Home is not much without a Mother. It takes 


time to make us forget and then we don’t forget altogether, but it heals. It is good that there is no 
babies. How is your Aunt Emily’s family going on. I have 5 brothers in Iowa and one at home I 
was the only daughter and the only one in England.
